One the recognized classics the screen, and cinema music 
also, Eisenstein’s Alexander Nevsky (1938), with music 
Serge Prokofiev. cantata made excerpts from the score 
has rapidly become, along with the film, symbol Soviet Russia’s 
will defend itself. Alexander Nevsky was intended remind 
the Nazis the fate that their prototypes, the Teutonic Knights, 
had suffered when they attempted invade Russia the thirteenth 
century.

Glinka’s 
patriotic opera, Life for the Czar, revised version which 
stressed the theme self sacrifice battle for the motherland, 
and omitted all reference the Romanoff ruler, was produced 
1939. the years following its premiere was shown tens 
thousands Red Army men. Other works symtomatic 
the trend were Lev Knipper’s Sixth and Seventh Symphonies (1936 
and 1939, respectively). Both were panegyrics upon the might 
and preparedness the Red Army, was the famous Red Army 
song the Pograss brothers, Tomorrow Brings War. 
Shaporin’s cantata, the Kulikovo Field, stressed the patriotic 
unity and heroism the medieval Russians when defending their 
country against overwhelming odds. Just before the outbreak 
the Soviet-German conflict, statement this musical policy ap- 
peared Sovetskaya Muzyka (1941, No. follows: “Prepara- 
tion for the coming war demands also musicians new art, 
saturated with ideas heroism, unshaken its faith victory and 
its will the struggle.” 
But Alexander Nevsky exerted the greatest influence, not upon 
mere thousands but upon millions who saw the Soviet Union 
and abroad. During the period the Stalin-Hitler pact, even the 
Nazis exhibited the film, part policy 
change! Prokofiev’s music, this instance, music with political 
purpose, contributed greatly the film’s message, and demonstated 
how the composer’s style had changed from expression urban 
sophistication one folk heroism. Prokofiev, will remem- 
bered, did not identify himself with Soviet Union first, but began 
interest himself contemporary Soviet problems after trip 
his native land had established his perma- 
nent residence there (1934) began write music based 
Soviet themes, including group mass songs (1935), 
Cantata for the 20th Anniversary the October Revolution (1937), 
and Alexander Nevsky. 
Not merely the new, ideological subject matter, but new com- 
positional style made itself manifest these early works Pro- 
kofiev’s ‘Soviet Period.’ His music became simpler texture and 
his melodies folk-like, but never ‘popular’ the worst sense 
that word. The cue his new style clarity without cliches. 
Again and again, public utterances and his music, Prokofiev 
showed that had turned the fountain Russian folk-song 
and the classics for musical language that would understand- 
able the masses. 
The cantata, Alexander Nevsky, composed seven movements 
which correspond roughly seven scenes from the film. The first 
picture deserted lanscape, Russia under the Mongolian 
yoke. Prokofiev sets the mood desolation with the attenuated 
sounds woodwinds and strings playing unison, some very 
high and others very low. The purposely empty tonal space be- 
tween parallel melodic lines (four octaves) heightens the visible 
impression emptiness and devastation upon the screen. The 
second movement tranquil folk song about the hero the 
film, Prince Alexander Nevsky, who had led his people 
but now living retirement.

“atomic bomb dancers.” can inform ourselves from various laymen’s journals covering such 
matters, and turn into the pseudo-scientific chatter that occurs during lulls cocktail bars. 
can, within ourselves, find secret places where can hide and pull down the covers our minds. 
can relax into the stupidity that has saved (so many, too many times) eneed fulfill 
our obligations human beings. All these things can and God help us, all these things 
most will do. 

But matter how fast run, the final truth will always before us. have looked into the 
face the power that moves the worlds and will never able forget avoid exist 
beyond the knowledge long anyone else shall live. 

And now know that have imposed upon ourselves discipline beyond the rules regula- 
tions any ordinary society with which have, the past, been familiar. know beyond rea- 
sonable question that war, that that disorder any part the life the world community 
now absurdity. War and peace will created the laboratory, whether like not, 
now that man able loose upon himself such final furies over the lands and seas the earth. 
know, will soon know, that man lives dies the exact measure how able or- 
ganize, with sense and wisdom and tolerance, his whole human world. measurement exact 
any those rules and scales, those formulas mathematics that have invented mark down 
and chart our way physical world.

This fact that forces society approach the build- 
ing entirely new structure upon new foundation the creation all man represented through 
their scientists all nations. There can national pride because the immediate use the 
atomic energy found its first immediate and practical expression our country. Back through 
long history painstaking research names from every branch the human family have made 
their important contributions. Americans and English and German and Dutch and Spanish and 
Italian and Japanese and Norwegian, all have brought forth some the knowledge that ended 
the great discovery. man group men can own this thing and sheer insanity use one’s 
momentary “owning” force the conclusions issues favorable only special, limited national 
interest. 

That the final possession the innermost secret the energy universe should be, can be, 
the private possession any nation combination nations sheer and tragic damn foolishness. 
such idea and from such idea, will inevitably come the horror and the destruction implied 
man’s possession this final secret. 

one can say whether the history life all this has come too soon too late; but despite our 
stupidities, and our greediness, and our suspicions, have one thing remember that the basis 
for small and persistent hope. that man’s little light, forcing its way through illimitable 
darkness has come upon, his own courage and intelligence and guts, the basic fact the energy 
creation. And that while tragically its first application came through the destructive forces 
war, the labor and the vision that made possible haa nothing with man’s childish destruc- 
tiveness; but rather grew out the wonderful inquisitiveness, the lust know and use knowl- 
edge the service that other great basic fact, the fact man’s humanity. 
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the adult for whom all non-representational art enigma 
there invective calculated more annihilative than that 
which compares the offending art with the work child. 
though for this “critical” appraisal the age level the child gen- 
erally fixed the neighborhood from three four years, this 
may extend upward high ten twelve. any event the 
underlying idea the same. should noted that such evalu- 
ations not the child’s art which depreciated; presumed 
that the child does the best can, while taken for granted 
that any mature artist who does not make full use his camera 
eye trying “put something over” and therefore deemed 
charlatan incompetent fool. Only deep-seated miscon- 
ception the nature both art and children’s picture making 
could lead the confusion inherent this comparison, which 
further emphasized such opinions child’s drawing looks 
“modernistic” “something Dali dreamed up.” 
Obviously, the child’s work proves little understood 
that the artist. 

all fairness the uninformed layman undoubtedly there have 
been grounds for his befuddlement, circumstance which nonethe- 
less does not excuse the sort irresponsibility which reflected 
the phrase don’t know anything about art but know what 
like.” But the layman has not troubled seek proper meas- 
ure with which evaluate art, neither has the majority the 
supposed “experts” the field, including so-called artists, and for 
this impoverishment should have serious concern. 
damning commentary the standard values which de- 
termines our attitude toward life, result which art has be- 
come departmentalized speciality little concern the 
people whole. For the last several hundred years art has 
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functioned grotesque parody itself, until today either 
“exploits multiplication accurate imitations,” Graham 
Howe observes, serves unchecked area therapeutic 
activity for countless persons adjust disordered society. 
The only exception these alternate negations found 
the constructive struggle those who are seeking return art 
socially integrated function—who are exploring the means 
give art meaning profound sense. entails, according 
Howe, the fourth-dimensional view reality—the element Time, 
growth. (See Henry Miller’s essay The Wisdom the 
Its essence lies abstraction. Abstraction merely greater 
reality—or perhaps more correctly the only means which 
can approach reality all. The process becoming, which 
life, cannot comprehended any fixed point time, nor 
can seen from any fixed point view. That why great 
art the past has resided the symbol. The symbol had its value 
the RELATIONSHIPS maintained revealed, and will 
through relationships again that art restored health. 

Now perfectly obvious that all fields human endeavor 
there are imitators, and nowhere this better demonstrated than 
art. the present dearth even rudimentary criteria which 
could serve basis for judgment, there bound great 
number persons who are “artists” only reason self- 
adopted label. This less true those who faithfully rep- 
resent familiar objects, than those others who for self- 
expression pseudo-abstration. Actually they are all cut from 
the same piece cloth; merely easier distinguish the imi- 
tator visual impressions than the imitator abstractions, But 
insofar the layman unable distinguish creative 
piece work and superficial delineation modes and manners. 
both the genuine abstractions and the imitations are lumped 
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conglomerate heap and dismissed from serious consideration 
the epithet: “Why, three-year-old could better than that!” 
those who actually have knowledge art there is, course, 
not the slightest basis fact this frustrated protest. non- 
sense presume, spite the remarkable abilities possessed 
chlidren, that they are capable producing abstraction the 
true sense, which conforms preconceived plan and evolved 
through conscious control its selected elements. the first 
place, the average three-year-old, unless something 
prodigy, cannot draw all. reasonable expect child, 
who yet scarcely can coordinate his reflexes order button 
his clothes tie his shoe laces, manipulate pencil brush 
beyond the point making scribbles with it? When the child’s 
knowledge his native tongue restricted the most limited 
vocabulary, can one expect him make intelligible use the 
language visual relationships? Unless has had particular 
help home, the time child enters kindergarten, even four 
five, still scribbles aimlessly, trying out colored crayons, 
his attention wandering from one experiment another with not 
the least semblance continuity control. the competitive 
atmosphere the schoolroom and under the varying degrees 
guidance afforded the teacher, the child can, and often does, 
make rapid headway his ability set down paper approxi- 
mation 

must remembered, however, that the capacity imitate 
major factor the development the child. The wide discrep- 
ancy between what sees and what produces primarily the 
result, not originality often supposed, but his inability 
more faithful—his inability carry his intentons into con- 
crete form. Furthermore, the child usually content with these 
approximations. meandering and greatly elongated oval will 
serve “clock” for him just well circle drawn with 
compass, were possible for him manipulate one. Although 
the child’s perceptive powers extend far deeper than most adults 
are aware (if this power were really encouraged, much conversa- 
tion which held the child’s presence would never uttered), 
yet takes great deal hard work and patience the part 
teacher help the child grasp the qualifying difference between 
triangle and square—between three-sided and four-sided 
figure. For the adult who has assisted observed this struggle 
achievement, there must inevitably recognition the 
gap between the child’s mental equipment and that his own. 
relationships such primitive level are beyond the child’s 
ken, how then can presume him capable more complex 
problems? 

The answer course lies the fact that the layman does not 
even suspect that abstraction evolves out “problem” 
solved—a problem relationships, forces working together and 
one another, and that all are inextricably bound 
initial concept the nature life. one deluded 
about the extent child’s development imagine him capable 
doing the physical work laborer, and certainly not the mental 
work executive, nor assuming the conduct spiritual 
leader. All these and many more activities the adult world are 
known require years development, study, and experience. 
But since these, and particularly the latter, are not considered neces- 
sary adjuncts the artist, automatically placed the same 
level immaturity with the child. What has yet understood 
that the creative artist artist only direct ratio his 

child, however precocious, certainly not complete. His exper- 
ience circumscribed his environment. What can know 
the things which art predicated?

Everything which not know through the direct experiences 
our senses must some way understood abstractly. But the ex- 
tent and depth abstract thought has definite relationship 
experience, both quantitatively and qualitatively. grasp the 
nature such physical relationships are beyond the 
limited experiences denied him, how much more loss 


the infinitely more complex realm ideas and their relation- 
ships? 


Let consider this problem relationships and what way the 
child fails use them.

And still more too frequently, see perfectly competent and intelligent persons admit their hope- 
less bewilderment when exposed some the divers offerings our salons, galleries, museums, 
public buildings, and homes. worthy note that this very bewilderment not restricted 
any particular field aesthetics. certainly painfully attendant the fields painting, sculp- 
ture, and architecture. less conspicuous the fields music and literature. This does not mean 
that the artists these latter fields are more proficient. The easier clarity music and literature 
traceable the fact that the rules and regulations controlling such endeavors are more difficult 
ignore with impunity. The musician and the writer have less opportunity disguise their less 
well-conceived endeavors. The painter, sculptor, and architect have permitted the fringes their 


fellows and their imposters cast aura visionary mysticism and drag this like red herring 
across the path true knowledge. 


much bulloney has been spread that has acted like smoke screen—a veil through which 
see darkly. And this sordid and wispy camouflage has been vicariously claimed them more 
the nature halo. And result, the average competent and understanding person 
wildered, amazed, confused, and suspicious. 

What are these smoke screens, mysticisms, red herrings? Here are few: 


Art embodiment beauty. This definition. merely begs the question “What then 
beauty?” Also, heretical may sound, beauty may but not necessarily, found art. Art 
can exist without any pretense beauty. 

Art that something created artists. This erudite definition beloved many for 
meaningless and screens their inability actually define. 


Art intangible essense, spiritual value, thing itself, that can grasped only those 
tune therewith. And Salome only had seven veils. 


Art expression the subconscious, uninhibited act the creator, flash genius that 


touches the divine, timeless thing that exists higher planes the aesthetic—etcetera—ad 
nauseum. 


The above list confusions can enlarged endlessly with equal but not accumulating significance. 
Zero added nothing, nothing added. This aesthetic double-talk hides ineptitude behind high 
sounding phrases, high sounding like cymbals, toneless, pitchless, flat, constant, bang-bang! 

The architects devote their professional lives the practice field aesthetics that has practical 
application, the true artists the other professions. And art can defined, explained, 


appraised and understood with the same constancy and clarity any other human value. But 
fore Art must come knowledge. 


Philosophers through the centuries have recognized two kinds knowledge: intellectual and in- 
tuitional. Intellectual knowledge that which based rationalization, the “thinking” pro- 
cesses the mind. The attainment intellectual knowledge time-consuming, effort-requiring 
activity. knowledge timeless, instinctive, effortless. add and secure sum 
act intellectual knowledge; recognize the color red intuitional. you doubt this, 
try describing the essence “redness” someone the assumption that they have never seen red. 


This intuitional knowledge employed every day all us. stranger introduced us. 
either like, dislike him. pass judgment and form our opinions without any rational facts 
through which apply our intellectual processes. intuitively accept reject that person long 
before our minds can intellectually informed his qualifications, 
background, education, attitude.
